A PUB which looked des¬ 
tined to be demolished and 
replaced with a convenience 
store has reopened follow¬ 
ing a community campaign. 

Two applications were 
tabled to demolish The 
Swan Inn, in Halesowen, by 
owners Punch Taverns to 
allow a shop to be built in 
its place. 

But following a protest 
by residents, including a 
petition of 700 signatures, 
the first proposal by the pub 
chain firm was dropped, and 
the second was thrown out 
by Dudley Council. 

Talks 

Beer is back on tap at the 
pub after it reopened again 
under experienced licensees 
Polly and Mark Johnson, 
however they claim it may 
change hands again in two 
months. 

Punch Taverns confirmed 
talks were ongoing with a 
view to secure a new buyer 
to take over the pub in Long 
Lane. 

Mrs Johnson said: “Punch 
Taverns asked us to come in 
here and reopen the pub, 
and we’ve loved it here, but 
we’re now being told we are 
to leave in eight weeks. 

“It’s a real shame because 
since being here we have 
seen the customers come 
back and I think it was 
starting to do well again, 
but what can you do.” 

Four arrests 
in police raids 

FOUR men arrested after 
police swooped on a gang 
suspected of burglaries at 
nearly 70 homes across the 
West Midlands have been 
bailed. 

Officers carried out the 
operation on nine addresses 
last week and three men 
aged in their 20s were ar¬ 
rested at a travellers site on 
Oak Lane, Kingswinford. 
Police said all three had now 
been bailed until May 23. 

A 48-year-old man ar¬ 
rested from a caravan in 
Heath Town has also been 
bailed until the same date.

OVER CLOSURE 


A ROAD will be closed permanently 
to traffic as part of a controversial 
£10,000 scheme which has divided 
residents near Buffery Park. 

Campaigners claim highways bosses are ‘out 
of order’ by backing a project which they claim 
has made their lives a misery 

Blackacre Road, near Buff ery Park, has been shut in 
recent months as part of a 


trial scheme after people 
living in the road claimed it 
was being used by motorists 
as a ‘rat run’. 

They said traffic was 
using the road as a shortcut 
to get to Dudley Southern 
Bypass, claiming more than 
6,000 vehicles were using 
the narrow street per day.

“Alternative proposals for 
traffic calming across the 
area were overwhelmingly 
rejected.” 

One of the campaigners, 
Bill Chambers, claimed the 
council failed to listened to 
the ‘majority’ of people liv¬ 
ing in the area. 

“They have just gone and 
listened to the people in one 
street rather than everyone 
else who says this is a prob¬ 
lem,” he said. 

Highways officials drew 
up plans to install traffic 
calming measures and a 
20mph limit while allowing 
motorists to use Blackacre 
Road again last year. 

But a consultation with 
residents found that 23.5 
per cent supported those 
proposals while 76.5 per 
cent were against. 

In light of the outcome of 
this consultation, officials 
recommended that the clo¬ 
sure of Blackacre Road to 
through traffic be retained 
and only some traffic calm¬ 
ing such as speed bumps be 
introduced. 

But a further petition 
with 176 signatures is ob- 
remain closed for through jecting to any traffic calm- 


Outrage 

Dudley Council’s high¬ 
ways officials closed the road 
to through traffic but this 
sparked outrage from resi¬ 
dents living on side streets 
around Buffery Park. 

They objected to the 
scheme, claiming it had only 
served to push traffic onto 
their side streets. They fear 
for the safety of children 
using the park. 

The council’s highways 
chief, Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, has agreed to make 
the move permanent. 

He said: “Blackacre Road 
has been a very complicated 
issue and we have had to 
make sure we did not rush 
into anything. 

“We consulted widely 
on the proposals which re¬ 
vealed residents Blackacre 
Road, who were directly af¬ 
fected, wanted the road to 


traffic. 

“It shows we have lis¬ 
tened carefully to what 
people have had to say and 
acted on this important in¬ 
formation.

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Homes go-ahead at former school site 


PLANS for a housing development 
on part of the site of a former school 
in Cradley have been given the go- 
ahead. 

The proposals have been submit¬ 
ted by William Davis Limited which 
wants to build nine homes on the 
northern part of the old Cradley 
High School site. 

It comes as work continues on 
a nearby £18 million retirement 


village, which will have 120 apart¬ 
ments. It is being built on the main 
part of the site which was left va¬ 
cant when the school was demol¬ 
ished in 2010. 

A planning application for the 
homes has been approved by Dud¬ 
ley Council after being supported by 
officers. 

The development will be made 
up of five detached houses and two 


pairs of semi-detached houses. They 
would all be two-storey and finished 
in brick and tile. 

One letter of objection raised con¬ 
cerns about the new houses being 
out of character with the surround¬ 
ing area and fears about an increase 
in traffic. 

A report by planning officer Pete 
Reed said: “This is a reserved mat¬ 
ters application for the erection of 


nine dwellings that follows on from 
the granting of outline planning 
permission for the erection of dwell¬ 
ings on the site as part of the appli¬ 
cation for the redevelopment of the 
wider site. The approved means of 
access will be provided through an 
extension to Ormande Close.” 

Midland Heart is building the 
retirement village, expected to be 
completed next spring. 


Town centre route will 
open again to all traffic 


A £650,000 scheme to open up a main route 
through Dudley town centre to all traffic for 
the first time in 12 years has been approved. 

It’s hoped the scheme in King Street will be a wel¬ 
come boost for traders and shops and aid the town’s 
regeneration. 

At the moment only buses and taxis can use the route 
and motorists wishing to drive from one side of King Street 
to the other are diverted in 
a loop around Flood Street 
car parks to the rear of King 
Street. 

Under the proposals, the 
road will be re-opened to 
all traffic, which the coun¬ 
cil says will have improve 
access to the town centre 
including the Churchill 
shopping precinct.

Asbestos 
led to the 
death of 
machinist 

A WOMAN who spent her 
life working as a machinist 
died from an illness caused 
by inhaling asbestos. 

Patricia Harris from 
Lower Gornal died at New 
Cross Hospital on June 16 
while undergoing treatment 
for mesothelioma in her 
lungs. The condition occurs 
as a result of exposure to 
asbestos. The 72-year-old of 
Maple Drive had been diag¬ 
nosed with the cancer. 

A statement from her 
daughter Susan Thompson 
was read at the inquest at 
Smethwick Council House. 
She wrote: “She inhaled 
asbestos dust from metal 
lagged pipes while she was 
working at Clifford and 
Sons in Lower Gornal. 
During the 1950s and 60s 
she also worked at Mander 
Brothers where she said 
she came into contact with 
asbestos dust. When she 
was at Clifford and sons she 
worked the presses herself 
and there were a lot of as¬ 
bestos lagged pipes and as¬ 
bestos overhead.” 

A post-mortem found she 
died of pneumonia brought 
on by mesothelioma that 
developed after she inhaled 
asbestos. Senior Coroner 
Robin Balmain concluded 
that she had died of an in¬ 
dustrial disease due to expo¬ 
sure to asbestos.

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Tragedy as 
son chokes 
to death in 
his sleep 

A MAN died after choking 
in his sleep while heavily se¬ 
dated, an inquest heard. 

Jon Birks was found un¬ 
conscious in his bedroom by 
his family at their home in 
Pensnett on October 19 last 
year. Ambulance crews were 
called but he was declared 
dead at the scene. 

The hearing at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House heard 
that the 27-year-old, of Hey- 
don Road, had been taking 
sedatives to help him sleep 
and had been drinking alco¬ 
hol the night before he died. 

His mother Angela Keilty 
discovered his body. She told 
the hearing: “He has choked 
on his food before and was 
found just in time by a mem¬ 
ber of the family and spent 
three days in hospital. I said 
to him that night not to eat 
too late because he knew 
what had happened before.” 

A post mortem carried out 
by Dr Swapna Ghosh, con¬ 
sultant pathologist at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, found 
that the 27-year-old had 
food trapped in his wind¬ 
pipe that had caused him to 
choke to death. 

A high quantity of Quetia- 
pine was in his system, more 
than six times the normal 
dose, which he had been 
given by doctors to help him 
sleep. Dr Ghosh said the 
sedative was a contributing 
factor in his death. 

Crackdown on

Operation Rogue Trader 
saw a team of police and 
trading standards officers 
carry out a day of action 
at hotspots in Sandwell, 
including Cradley Heath.

The group including the two women Oak¬ 
ley attacked - who had also been out club¬ 
bing - got off the train but Oakley’s group 
jumped back on to continue the journey. 

Oakley later saw a CCTV picture of her¬ 
self which had been released to the media 


by police and called officers. Mr Jonathan 
Purser, prosecuting, said: “In interview she 
said she left the club with her friends at 
5am and on a scale of 1-10 of intoxication, 
she said she was about a 10. 

“At the conclusion of the interview she 
said she was ashamed of what she had done. 

Mr Darryl Foster, defending, said Oakley 
was ‘distraught’ at what had happened as 
she was not a habitual drinker and had ‘just 
gone out to let her hair down’. 

Oakley was ordered to pay £25 compensa¬ 
tion to the two women she assaulted, as well 
as £50 costs and a £15 victim surcharge.

Minister in probe call 
after police lose bomb 


THE LOSS of an explosive device suspected 
of being used in the 1974 Birmingham pub 
bombings must be ‘carefully investigated’. 

Secretary of State for Northern Ireland Theresa 
Villiers said the revelation that West Midlands Po¬ 


lice had lost 35 pieces of evidence, including a bomb, 
was an ‘operational’ matter.

Distress 

Asked for her views on a 
West Midlands Police deci¬ 
sion not to hold a new in¬ 
quiry into the bombings 40 
years on, Mrs Villiers said: 
“The pain and distress for 
the loved ones of people who 
died is still very real but this 
is a matter entirely for the 
police to decide.” 

Bombs exploded at the 
Mulberry Bush and Tav¬ 
ern in the Town pubs in 
Birmingham in November 
1974. Twenty-one people 
died and 182 were injured. 

The so-called Birming¬ 
ham Six were jailed in 1975 
but their convictions were 
quashed in 1991. 

The discredited West Mid¬ 
lands Serious Crime Squad 
- later disbanded - was ac¬ 
cused of mishandling the 


dence. 

A third bomb, found at 
the rear of Barclays Bank 
in Hagley Road, Edgbaston, 
was disabled with a con¬ 
trolled explosion at 5am on 
the day after the pub bomb¬ 
ings. It was later acciden¬ 
tally ‘disposed of. 

Fingerprints nor further 
evidence of significance 
were discovered when the 
remains of the device were 
examined but it could have 
now been tested with new 
technology. 

West Midlands chief con¬ 
stable Chris Sims said it was 
‘very unfortunate’ that the 
bomb had gone missing but 
added that the force would 
‘dearly love to unlock this 
mystery and bring people to 
justice but we have found no 
new evidence.’

MORE than 1,000 cases 
of anti-social behaviour in 
Dudley have been dealt with 
by a specialist team set up 
to investigate complaints. 

As a result there have 
been two evictions and four 
injunctions, which aim to 
prevent further problems. 
Some of the investigations 
have also led to warning let¬ 
ters being sent to trouble¬ 
makers or noise abatement 
orders being issued. 

Dudley Council says the 
dedicated team has allowed 
it provide a better service. 

Experts 

Councillor Steve Waltho, 
cabinet member for housing 
and community safety, said: 
“One year ago this month 
we changed how we dealt 
with anti-social behaviour. 
Previously people who were 
suffering from neighbour¬ 
hood nuisance were put in 
touch with different teams, 
depending on their issue. 

“We now have just one 
team of 19 anti-social behav¬ 
iour specialists, drawn from 
across the country, who are 
experts in their field. The 
simplicity of this approach 
and the extra skills that we 
now offer is benefiting our 
residents. No-one should 
have to live in constant fear. 

“If you are suffering from 
persistent noise nuisance, 
harassment, or anything 
else that is negatively af¬ 
fecting your life, give the 
anti-social behaviour team 
a call.”

Union unhappy at 'murky 
world' of uni chiefs' pay 


UNIVERSITIES have been accused of bump¬ 
ing up their chiefs’ salaries ‘behind closed 
doors’ while students face high fees. 

Vice-chancellors are taking home more than the 
Prime Minister with the University and College 
Union describing senior academic pay awards as a 
‘murky world’. 


It comes as students pay £! 

The University of Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Vice-Chancellor, 
Professor Geoff Layer, was a 
trailblazer locally as he took 
a pay cut from £183,000 to 
£180,000 although it was 
still more than David Cam¬ 
eron’s salary of £142,500. 

Last year Professor Ray 
Linforth, Vice-Chancellor of 
University College Birming¬ 
ham, saw his pay shoot up 
by 20.3 per cent to £243,000 
a year. Professor David 
Eastwood at the University 
of Birmingham enjoyed a 
7.5 per cent rise and a sal¬ 
ary of £400,000, making him 
one of the highest paid vice 
chancellors in the country. 

At Aston University, Pro¬ 
fessor Julia King had a 2.2 
per cent rise, giving her a 
salary of £278,000. 

From April last year, 
BCU’s Vice-Chancellor 
Professor Clive Allen’s re¬ 
muneration package was 
£207,563. He took home 
£138,017 in the previous ac¬ 
ademic year, having joined 
on December 1, 2012. The 
university said any change 
in his pay were made against 
industry benchmarks and 
based on his performance in 
the past 12 months.

UCU regional official 
Anne O’Sullivan said: 
“Millions of pounds of 
public money are spent on 
vice-chancellors’ salaries, 
yet their pay rise is decided 
behind closed doors with no 
accountability. 

“The time has come for 
the lid to be lifted on the 
murky world of remuner¬ 
ation committees and sen¬ 
ior pay in our universities. 
Students are paying £9,000 
a year to study for a degree 
and they, and the taxpayer, 
have a right to know why 
so much of their money 
is going on paying the 
vice-chancellor. ” 

Institutions have failed to 
publish minutes of meetings 
of remuneration commit¬ 
tees to the union. BCU did 
send the union minutes but 
they were redacted and did 
not contain salary details. 
The University of Wolver¬ 
hampton refused a request 
as minutes contained per¬ 
sonal information and sal¬ 
ary details were available 
elsewhere and Aston said its 
vice-chancellor’s pay was al¬ 
ready in the public domain.

guins’ environment with an interac¬ 
tive ice wall and the curious characters 
are keen to get up close to visitors both 
above and below the viewing plat¬ 
forms. Competitions are underway to 
pick further names for the birds along¬ 
side Alf, who is the leader of the pack, 
with Ginny, Lolly and Brick already 
chosen. 

Curator James Robson said: “Pen¬ 
guin Ice Adventure has been about 
five years in the making. They’ve all 
settled into their brand new enclosure 


really well. As a colony with a mix of 
ages, the older birds support, teach 
and encourage the younger birds, 
which is lovely to see. 

“They spend a lot of time swimming 
and diving and are constantly ex¬ 
ploring their 70,000 litre pool within 
the enclosure, and visitors can see 
them swooping underwater through 
a domed window at the bottom of the 
pool. They’re the fastest swimming 
penguins and are so charismatic and 
loveable.

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THERE was a bigger scandal 
than the resignation of Maria 
Miller as Culture Secretary; the 
sacking of Michael Fabricant as 
a Conservative party vice chair¬ 
man. 

The always-entertaining blond 
bombshell that is Lichfield MP 
‘Mickey Fab’ was dropped be¬ 
cause he is about to lead a 
rebellion of Tories concerned 
about the route of the planned 
high speed rail line. But the final 
straw that saw him stripped of 
his prominent role was his re¬ 
marks about Mrs Miller. 

On the day Willenhall-born 
Mrs Miller finally bowed to public 
and political pressure to go over 
her expenses claims, Mr Fabri¬ 
cant said on Twitter that it was 
‘about time’. 

And when the party asked 
him if he’d stand aside for that, 
he stood his ground. Resigna¬ 
tion, Fabbo says, would imply 
he thought he’d done something 
wrong. And he doesn’t think he 
has. 

His more long-term disagree¬ 
ment with his party leaders, 
over HS2, is not unique to the 
MP. Both Staffordshire County 
Council and Lichfield District 
Council are formally opposed to 
the line and both are controlled 
by the Tories. 

The Fabricant affair is actually 
a far more troubling one for the 
Tories than the Maria Miller one. 
Or, at least, it ought to be. 

What the party effectively says 
to its members, as they start 
campaigning for the council and 
European elections is this: Claim 
thousands of pounds more than 
you should have from the tax¬ 
payer for your second home and 
then make a 32-second perfunc¬ 
tory apology for your attitude 
and you’ll have the full backing 
of your leader. 

But speak your mind as well 
as the views of the majority of 
the country and your constit¬ 
uents on a matter of trust and 
integrity in politics as well as a 
hugely costly and controver¬ 
sial piece of infrastructure and 
you’re sacked.

Ed Miliband is still adamant 
that the country is in a ‘cost of 
living crisis’. His solution is to 
promise to devolve £20 billion of 
taxpayers’ money held in White¬ 
hall to city and county regions. 
This means eventual investment 
in infrastructure and skills, even¬ 
tually meaning more businesses 
create jobs, eventually meaning 
people have more money to 
spend. 

Meanwhile, on the way back 
to the office from Birmingham, 
where Mr Miliband made that 
announcement, a lady on the 
Midland Metro grumbled at the 
£5.70 cost of her return ticket. 

She hadn’t had the benefit of 
sitting and listening to Ed Mili¬ 
band speak at length about the 
‘cost of living crisis’ before he 
was chauffeured away in a Land 
Rover. 


IN THE age of text-speak, Twit¬ 
ter and whatever other means 
youngsters use to communicate 
today, teachers really have their 
work cut out trying to instil the 
importance of spelling, punctua¬ 
tion and grammar. 

But while it probably won’t 
ever make it onto the National 
Curriculum, the story about the 
sign outside a pub in Cornwall 
is a lesson for every youngster 
who can’t be bothered with all 
that boring stuff.

For those not familiar with this 
part of the world, Colley Gate 
and Cradley are about a mile 
apart. 

Times have changed, but the 
story illustrates the futility of try¬ 
ing to create a ‘Greater Birming¬ 
ham city region’, which has been 
rearing its head again lately. 

And while we’re on the sub¬ 
ject, why do public authorities 
persist with banging on about 
the ‘four Black Country bor¬ 
oughs’? 

The Black Country is a loose¬ 
ly-defined concept which has 
been around for centuries. It is 
nothing to do with 1970s local 
government boundaries. 

Government, both central and 
local should stick to sorting out 
the economy, maintaining order 
and emptying the bins. 

And not delude itself into be¬ 
lieving that you can change an¬ 
cient identities with a few new 
signs.

asked here. This is how people should 
act about mental health, talk openly 
and have a support network. So many 
people do not have the support that this 
fantastic group offers.” 

“At first I would never have told 
anyone about my mental illness, I was 
scared I would get fired. 

“Comic Relief took a promotional pic¬ 
ture of me and put into tube stations 
with the title ‘One in four people have 
mental health problems and one in four 
have dandruff - I have both’. I became 
the poster girl for mental health and I 
toured with my routine in mental health 
hospitals for two years.” 

The two celebrities were joined by 
representatives from groups including 
Mind, Sandwell Mental Health, Time 
For Change and In2Work. 

Kevin Robbins set up Marbles in 2005 
after struggling to come to terms with 
his own bi-polar disorder. 

He said: “The name of the charity has 
a deeper meaning than simply a play on 
the phrase ‘he has lost his marbles’. 

“It is because inside a marble is a fine 
line and with mental health it doesn’t 
take much to cross over that fine line.” 

He added: “Hearing our two celeb¬ 
rities talk about their experiences will 
hopefully spread our key message, that 
there is a fine line at any one time be¬ 
tween being well and not. 

“We want people to know they can 
talk openly and we want to get rid of the 
stigma attached to mental health issues. 

“Not even a sporting champion or ce¬ 
lebrity is immune from it, mental health 
can affect anyone at any time.” 

One service user, who did not wish 
to be named, said: “Last year I had a 
major mental health breakdown but 
the support I received from the Marbles 
family gave me a new chance and helped 
me build my confidence to be more open 
about my condition.”

Two celebrities have joined

HE made his career fighting 
his way to the top of the box¬ 
ing world and now Frank Bruno 
is encouraging mental illness 
sufferers to stop fighting their 
feelings and open up instead.

The retired sportsman was joined by 
comedian Ruby Wax at a chat show style 
debate organised by Marbles, a charity 
which promotes good mental health and 
aims to de-stigmatise perceptions that 
surround sufferers. 

It was held at the charity’s second 
hand furniture warehouse in Great 
Bridge last Tuesdya, and followed by a 
book signing with more than 70 visitors 
attending to hear the stars talk about 
their personal struggles. 

The ex-boxer, who has battled with 
bi-polar disorder since 2003 and has 
had spells in hospital, said: “Since I have 
been open about my struggle I hope it 
has inspired people, not just men, to 
come forward and not be afraid. 

“Mental health problems can happen 
to anyone. I want to encourage people 
to talk about how they are feeling, don’t 
fight it. 

“There is no need to struggle alone or 
in silence. Men struggle with pride and 
stress over what people might say but 
that adds more pressure. 

“Don’t fight against your feelings, let 
them out. There is help available.”

He added: “Marbles is a very good 
charity. I am very privileged and hon¬ 
oured to be invited here today and hope 
to help the charity more in the future.” 

For many years, the 52-year-old has 
been a champion for mental health 
awareness and has met with Govern¬ 
ment ministers to help get better treat¬ 
ment for sufferers. 

American author, comedienne and 
chat show host Ruby Wax told the au¬ 
dience how depression would overcome 
her Tike a tidal wave’ and talked about 
society’s belief there is a quick fix to de¬ 


pression. She said: “Everyone wants an 
instant pill but you can’t get a six pack 
by only doing one sit up. 

“You wouldn’t tell a diabetic to come 
off their insulin so why do people think 
it’s okay to tell someone with a men¬ 
tal health issue to get off the drugs or 
cheer up? 

“It is a disease where people don’t 
know how to treat you or speak to 
you and because of this sufferers feel 
ashamed, on top of stress on top of 
shame and it drives you wild.” 

She added: “It is a real honour to be

A LIFE-SAVING defibrilla¬ 
tor has been presented to a 
school following the death 
of a rugby player during a 
match in Worcestershire. 

ACE Academy in Tipton was 
given the equipment, to help peo¬ 
ple having a heart attack, as part 
of a national campaign. 

The move followed the death of 
15-year-old Luke Chapman, who col¬ 
lapsed while playing for Hagley’s Hay- 
bridge High School at Kidderminster 
Baxter College in March last year. 


It later emerged he died from Sud¬ 
den Adult Death Syndrome. 

Richard Rainbird-Hitchins, pupil 
co-ordinator at the 1,400 pupil school, 
said: “After hearing about Luke, we 
wanted to make sure that if we ever 
had the same situation at the school, 
we had the equipment in place to try 
and save a life.” 

Luke, of Meadowcroft, Hagley, was 
playing for his school when he died on 
March 20. 

He also played youth rugby at Old 
Halesonians Rugby Club. The club 
now has defibrillators and a first aider 
at home and away matches.

1 Hair to historic family business 
finally cuts ties after 50 years

FROM quiffs to short back and 
sides, a barbers shop with proud 
roots in the Black Country has 
been styling menfolk for more 
than 100 years. 

But Harris Hairdressers in West 
Bromwich has delivered its last cut as 
the shop has now closed down, with 
the retirement of its boss after his own 
50 years in the trade. 

Dave Harris is the third generation of his 
family to cut hair in the Sandwell borough 
following on from his father and grandfa¬ 
ther before him. And during that time they 
have styled generations of boys and men. 

He has been at the business since 1964 
and the 65-year-old has now decided the 
time has come to retire. 

“I have been cutting hair here since I left 
school aged 15 and I have seen this area of 
West Bromwich change a lot over the years 
and I have had a lot of customers come and 
go,” he said. Dave took on the shop from

his father, Rees Harris, who opened up the 
barber’s in Stone Cross in 1956. 

The founder of the business, Dave’s 
grandfather, Major Harris, decided to set 
up business in the Black Country in 1900 
and opened the family’s original salon in St 
Michael’s Street. 

He continued to work out of the shop 
until his death in 1942. During this time he 
had three sons Des, Bill and Rees, who were 
all taught to cut hair and drafted into the 
family business from school aged 14. 

During the Second World War Dave’s fa¬ 
ther joined up to fight with the South Staf¬ 
fordshire Regiment, before eventually being 
re-assigned to the Queen’s Own Cameron 
Highlanders. 

Dave said: “He never spoke about his 
time in the war. He would always just ask 
why we would want to know about that. He 


taught me everything I know and he was 
taught by his dad before that.” 

After the war he spent some time in Ed¬ 
inburgh before finally returning home and 
returning to his father’s shop in central 
West Bromwich. 

Soon after he returned, the three Harris 
brothers got together and began a hair¬ 
dressing empire in the borough, eventually 
opening three shops in West Bromwich, in¬ 
cluding the current shop in Beverley Road, 
where Dave and his father have spent the 
last five decades working in. 

His father continued to work in the shop 
well into his 70’s. He died at the age of 85 
in 2004. And although the barbers has shut 
for the last time, Dave hopes to keep cut¬ 
ting hair part-time and has set up a mobile 
service for his oldest and loyalist customers. 
The great-grandfather-of-two said: “There 
is a lot more competition these days and 
business isn’t quite what it used to be and 
I felt it was time to close up the shop and 
retire.” 

“It’s weird I have seen hairstyles come 


and go, but now I am seeing a return to the 
styles that I did when I first started. 

“Lots of kids come in asking for quiffs, I 
really enjoy doing the older styles. I’ve loved 
every day working here, I will miss coming 
in,” said Dave, who lives in Stourport. 

His family have joined in his retirement 
celebrations, presenting him with a cake 
and champagne at the salon. 

He said: “I really didn’t expect to be sur¬ 
prised by family like that . I had only just 
started sweeping up when they burst in 
with cake and champagne.” 

His wife Margaret said: “He isn’t a very 
showy person, so he’s been so surprised by 
everything.” 

His son-in-law Neil Beddard, 53, used to 
have his hair cut at the salon when he was 
a youngster. 

“As a child I used to come here and get 
my hair cut. 

“All my sons and my grandson have had 
their hair cut by Dave, he always does a 
good job and he is so well known locally. I’m 
sure he will be missed.”

Fundraising to bring 
tragic Elle back home 



‘Elle’s Angels’ who are aiming to raise £80,000 so Elle Davidson can come home 



‘Kindest, sweetest girl’ — teenager Elle before she was struck down 


FATE dealt a cruel blow 
to kind, intelligent school¬ 
girl Elle Davidson, who had 
gained A* grades in her 
GCSEs and was bound for 
university at Oxford or Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The Kingswinford teenager was 
struck down by a brain condition last 
year which has left her confined to a 
wheelchair and unable to commu¬ 
nicate. Friends and family are now 
trying to raise £80,000 needed for 
adaptions to the 17-year-old’s home. 

At the moment she and her mother, 
Leah, live at a rehabilitation centre in 
Surrey. Her father Phil has to come 
home to the Black Country to work 
and is only able to join his family at 
the weekend. The adaptions would 
mean Elle could come home for the 
first time since she was struck down. 

Collapsed 

The nightmare started for Wolver¬ 
hampton Girls’ High School, student 
Elle on January 12, 2013, when she 
collapsed with severe head pain. Her 
mother took her to Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital where it was originally 
thought she was suffering from stress 
and she was discharged the next day. 

But when the same thing happened 
two days later a CT scan was carried 
out and Elle was rushed to Birming¬ 
ham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 
Tests revealed she had a brain condi¬ 
tion called AVM which she had been 
born with it but did know about until 
she was taken ill. 

Elle had two small bleeds to the 
brain and operations were carried out. 
She later had a stroke and two heart 
attacks. She needed a shunt fitted to 
drain brain fluid and a metal plate to 
replace the area of her skull which had 
to be removed. Tests have shown the 
youngster is now unable to see. 


Family friend Louise Evans said 
a charity ball is being held on May 
10 at the Mill Hotel, Alveley, near 
Bridgnorth, to help raise money for 
the home adaptions. Tickets are £40 
including a three-course meal, live 
band, DJ and auction. Call Lloyd Sut¬ 
ton on 07770836008 for tickets. 

Louise said: “What happened to 
Elle was tragic. She was the kindest, 


sweetest girl you could meet. She was 
the top in all her subjects and had 
awards for being the best pupil. 

“We are trying to secure the money 
needed for these adaptions so Elle can 
come home and be with her whole fam¬ 
ily.” 

An appeal has also gone out to any 
tradesmen who would be willing to 
help with the work.

No U-turn on 
council policy 
to seize horses 



A CONTROVERSIAL policy of seizing roaming horses from public 
land in the Black Country will continue for the next two years, a 
council boss has pledged. 

Sandwell Council has appointed a new company to tackle the long-running 
problem, with the contract running until March 2016. The authority has come 
in for criticism for its policy on seizing roaming and tethered horses, which was 
launched three years ago. 

Critics say it runs against a Black Country tradition which is particularly strong in 
Tipton. 

The latest move comes 
after six roaming horses 
were reported on open 
land known locally as The 
Cracker earlier this week. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
borough’s jobs and economy 
boss, said: “We are asking 
all our horse owners to be 
responsible. Roaming horses 
are not acceptable at all and 
they will be seized. 

“We will be mindful of the 
welfare of the animals but 
they are dangerous while 
they are roaming, so they 
will need to be taken away.” 

Horse owners have pre¬ 
viously threatened legal ac¬ 
tion and took to the streets, 
disrupting traffic with 
horse-drawn carts and car-

New strategy for

IMPROVING road and rail in the region is a key element 
of the Black Country’s bid for Government money from the 
Single Local Growth Fund.

It also aims to improve the Birchley Island junction of 
the M5 and build a new railway station in Aldridge. 

The biggest project, however, would seen nearly £65 mil¬ 
lion spent on unclogging traffic snarl-ups at Junction 10 of 
the M6 for Walsall, by increasing the size of the bridge and 
roundabout that sit astride the motorway. 

The Strategic Plan says current efforts to manage the 
traffic on the slip roads and the junction are only a tempo¬ 
rary solution and that ‘a more suitable, permanent solution 
is required’. That means increasing the size of the struc¬ 
ture over the M6.

Jongleurs back 
at original venue

The original Jongleurs was 
renamed Highlight in 2009, 
after its owner Regent Inns 
went into administration.

A COUPLE who used their family home as a shop to sell counterfeit 
goods will have to sell the property to pay a £50,000 court bill. 

Wayne Hinton and Samantha Blizzard filled their three-bedroom house, in Astley 
Court, Halesowen, with £75,000 worth of fake designer items. The pair, who have three 
children, then sold them in a makeshift display room. 

At an earlier hearing Hinton, 41, and Blizzard, 35, were each given a 16-month jail 
sentence suspended for two years and ordered to carry out 250-hours unpaid work. 

They were back before Wolverhampton Crown Court court on Tuesday for a Proceeds 

of Crime hearing. 

Judge Martin Walsh was told Blizzard 
had gained £57,756 by selling the fake goods 
while Hinton had benefited by £50,306. 

The court was told the only asset the cou¬ 
ple had was their home, solely in Blizzard’s 
name. A confiscation order for £50,000 was 
made against Blizzard which will have to be 
paid within six months. Hinton disclaimed 
an interest in the house and was ordered to 
pay £1 by the court. 

If the cash is not raised within the allot¬ 
ted time both will be jailed for 18 months, 
although they can apply for more time. 

Among the 738 counterfeit items seized 
at their house were fake Adidas tracksuits, 
Superdry jackets, UGG and Hunter boots, 
Pandora bracelets, Monster headphones 
and GHD hair straighteners. 

They each pleaded guilty to 15 counts of 
possession of goods with false trademarks 
for sale or hire and 15 counts of offering 
and exposing for sale goods bearing a false 
trademark. 

The couple had first been drawn to the at¬ 
tention of Dudley Council’s trading stand¬ 
ards following a number of complaints in 
July 2011. 

After receiving intelligence that the cou¬ 
ple were to restock on December 1, 2012, a 
team of officers swooped on their address. 
The court was told a room of the house had 
been set up as a mini-shop with goods dis¬ 
played on shelves and table tops. 

The court heard the couple had faced ‘fi¬ 
nancial pressure’ when running a baguette 
bar in Oldbury.

Amblecote’s Councillor Elizabeth Walker 
is standing down from her role, which in¬ 
cludes a position on the Children’s Services 
Scrutiny Committee. She was first elected 
in 1978 and served until 1984, returning in 
2006 and serving as a cabinet member for 
education. 

Hayley Green and Cradley councillor, 
Ray Burston is standing down after more 
than 20 years. He has was borough mayor 
in 2008/09. 

Councillor John Woodall, representative 
of Halesowen South and another former 
mayor, is stepping down after illness. He 
was first elected in 1987 representing Belle 
Vale and Hasbury until 1995. He was re¬ 
elected in 1998 in the Halesowen South seat 
he has held ever since. Councillor Nichols 
has served Belle Vale since 2003 and Coun¬ 
cillor Wilson served Pedmore and Stour¬ 
bridge East for ten years.

Concern at 
impact of 
betting 
machines 

GAMBLERS lost £24 mil¬ 
lion on high stakes ma¬ 
chines in town centre book¬ 
ies in the West Midlands in 
one year, figures show. 

Campaigners say it rein¬ 
forces calls for a clampdown 
on fixed odds betting ter¬ 
minals that allow people to 
gamble hundreds of pounds 
at a time. 

The Campaign for Fairer 
Gambling reveals that some 
of the biggest losses were 
incurred in areas with the 
highest deprivation, with 
people in Sandwell blow¬ 
ing £7.4m on the machines 
last year. Estimates by the 
group suggest gamblers in 
Dudley lost just under £5m. 

Disputes 

The Association of British 
Bookmakers disputes the 
statistics and said it would 
make ‘no sense’ for its mem¬ 
bers to target poor commu¬ 
nities. 

It comes as a single book¬ 
makers’ chain, Ladbrokes, 
was shown to have made £1 
billion from the machines 
in just one month. Coun¬ 
cils could be given powers 
to stop clusters of betting 
shops. 

Bookmakers are allowed 
a maximum four fixed odd 
betting machines in each 
of their premises. They are 
so popular that it is claimed 
they account for up to 80 per 
cent of the profits in some 
high street betting offices. 

Tom Watson, Labour MP 
for West Bromwich East, 
said: “There are more of 
these machines in the areas 
with the poorest people.”

Could do better, 
says school report 

FIGURES reveal for schools rated as out¬ 
standing or good across the Black Country, 
only one borough scores higher than the 
national average. 

Sandwell finished top of the class after 
figures from the cabinet office showed that 
81 per cent of Ofsted inspected schools in 
the borough last year were rated as good or 
outstanding. The national average is 80 per 
cent. Dudley had 70 per cent and both Wal¬ 
sall and Wolverhampton had 66 per cent. 

Dudley children’s services boss Council¬ 
lor Tim Crumpton said: “Results show that 
approximately 75 per cent of our schools 
have been inspected as being good or out¬ 
standing and I would congratulate everyone 
involved. We are working with all of our 
schools to achieve our ambition of every 
school in the borough being a good school.” 


M6 misery comes to an end 
with fourth lane opening 


ALMOST two years of misery for mo¬ 
torists are ending with the opening 
up of four lanes on a busy stretch of 
the M6 motorway is finally complet¬ 
ed. 

Work has been ongoing to open up a 
fourth lane between junctions five and 
eight as part of a £126 million scheme. 

The hard shoulder will now be open at peak 
times in the mornings and evenings in a bid to 
ease congestion. 

Speed restrictions of 50mph have been in place 


during the roadworks, adding time to journeys 
on one of the busiest stretches of motorway in 
the West Midlands. The motorway’s three lanes 
were also narrowed during the work. 

The Highways Agency has undertaken the 
project, which began in June 2012 between junc¬ 
tion five for Castle Bromwich and eight for the 
M5 link at West Bromwich. 

Two months ago the 50mph restrictions were 
lifted between junctions eight and six for Spa¬ 
ghetti Junction, leading to a trial period during 
which the hard shoulder was opened to traffic 
during off-peak hours. 


And now the final few miles between junctions 
five and six will also be fully operational. 

Overhead speed limit signs are dotted along 
the 10-mile stretch, with motorists often kept at 
speeds between 40mph and 60mph when queues 
are controlled by staffs at the Highways Agency 
regional control centre in Quinton. 

Work is continuing further north on the M6 
where 50mph speed restrictions are in place be¬ 
tween junctions 10A, for the M54, and 13 for Ec- 
cleshall as the hard shoulder is again opened up. 
The work is expected to be completed by spring 
2015.

The church illuminations will cost the council 45p a 
night, if approved by planning officers. 

John Millar, director at Dudley Council, said: “The idea 
is to use energy-efficient LED lights to highlight some of 
the most attractive buildings in the town centre.

C ould you see Shameless’s 
Frank Gallagher as Tommy 
Cooper? Perhaps not, but 
David Threlfall has long had that 
chameleon-like ability to slip into any 
role, no matter how unlikely. 

For a decade it seemed Threlfall 
was forever destined to play dole 
cheat Gallagher in Channel 4’s hit 
drama. Thankfully over the last 
couple of years he has gone back to 
inhabiting a variety of real and 
fictional characters. Last year he was 
on top form as retired detective Len 
Harper in BBC drama What 
Remains. Now he’s doing an 
uncanny take on Tommy Cooper in 
this drama paying tribute to the iconic 
magician and comedian who passed 
away 30 years ago this month. 

It focuses largely on Cooper’s 
relationships with two women - his 
wife Gwen (Amanda Redman) and 
Mary Kay (Helen McCrary), the 
assistant with whom he had a 
17-year affair which only ended when 
he collapsed and died live on TV in 
1984. 

In the flesh, Threlfall is light years 
away from many of his more famous 


finds 
in the 

creations. There’s none of the hammy 
am dram thespian he played in Hot 
Fuzz (a film he still hasn’t seen), and 
his ability to morph into Cooper for 
this drama is remarkable. 

“It’s his story from ’67 to the night 
he died inclusive, and I guess the 
back story of what he was doing 
publicly and some of his private life,” 
explains David. “What’s nice about it 
is it’s a period piece, and it nods to 
the people of a certain age who 
knew Tommy Cooper and either 
really liked him or worshipped him 
because he was a completely special 
one-off.” 

At 15 stone, and standing six foot 
four, Cooper was a unique sight on 
any stage. Despite being a skilled 
magician, it was his failed tricks that 
brought the house down. But off 
stage, his love of booze and 
subsequent poor health took its toll. 

David was well aware of how 
important it was to give a faithful 
performance: “People use the word 
‘genius’ too much, but I think you can 
apply it to (Spike) Milligan, you can 
apply it to Tommy Cooper... so no 
pressure at all trying to portray that,” 
he laughs. “But I had a go. So there’s

bits of his life at home and what he 
was all about, which was wanting to 
make people laugh.” After making this 
drama, Threlfall was snapped up by 
Oscar-winning film-maker Kevin 
McDonald to work on submarine 
salvage drama Black Sea, which is 
released later in the year. 

“I’ve sort of slipped back onto the 
variety bandwagon if you like,” 
explains David. “I always like, if I can 
and people are willing to let me have 
a go, be pretty varied about the kind 
of work I get involved with, but I’m 
not one of these people that say, 
“Well, I’m doing this now and I’ve got 
this lined up” and all that. There’s no 
plans after I finish on Black Sea.” 

However, with a body of work 
including King Lear (with Laurence 
Olivier), and now one of the kings of 
British comedy, there’s little chance of 
him settling for an early retirement 
just yet. “I’ve always been a working 
actor,” he explains. “If a job comes up 
and people want me to have a go, 
that’s what I do. “If I can have a year 
where I can do What Remains, then 
Tommy Cooper, then a sub mariner 
in Black Sea, that’s good and I’m 
happy and grateful for that.”

SEAT offers 
sporty route 
to get green 
credentials

If you thought all economy-minded cars were 
bland and boring, take a look at SEAT’S Leon 
Ecomotive. 

It retains a degree of fun yet will still return fuel con¬ 
sumption figures of 85.6mpg and emit just 87g/km 
of carbon dioxide. With prices starting at less than 
£20,000, it’s not going to break too many budgets. 

With this latest third generation car, the Leon once again 
feels like a quality product inside and out. 

Power comes from a 1.6-litre TDI diesel, mated in this 
instance to a six-speed manual transmission the ratios of 
which are spaced for optimum efficiency. 

This gearbox is a fundamental difference between the 
Leon Ecomotive and the standard Leon 1.6 TDI, which itself 
emits a very modest 99 g/km, but only gets a five-speed 
manual gearbox. Other changes over the standard Leon 

I. 6 TDI include a higher engine output, up from 105PS to 
HOPS, and the fitment of low rolling resistance tyres. The 
sprint to 62mph comes and goes in around 10 seconds, so 
the car isn’t by any means sluggish, although the relatively 
narrow tyres aren’t going to be the very last word in ultimate 
grip when cornering. 

The chassis of the SEAT Leon is simple in its architec¬ 
ture with MacPherson strut front suspension, while the rear 
uses torsion beam suspension. As with the rest of the Leon 
range, a lot of work has gone into improving the car’s refine¬ 
ment, with particular attention devoted to isolating engine 
vibrations and optimising airflow over the body at speed. 

SEAT hasn’t left too many stones unturned in its quest to 
optimise the fuel economy of the Leon Ecomotive. To that 
end, as well as the low rolling resistance tyres, it also gets 
a slippery body package comprising rear and side spoilers 
and the suspension is lowered by 15mm, while the radiator 
grille is unique to the Ecomotive. The effect is quite subtle 
though and you still get features like 16-inch alloy wheels, 
front fog lights with cornering function. Rest assured, it 
doesn’t look like a penny-pincher’s sort of car. 

Prices start at just over £19,000 for the three-door SC 
coupe, with the five-door hatch tacking £300 onto those 
prices and the ST estate weighing in at around £20,500. 
That’s not at all bad value for money compared with, say, 
a Golf TDI BlueMotion, which costs the best part of £21,000 
in hatchback form. Just because you’re paying less doesn’t 
mean that this car has been ruthlessly de-contented either. 
The Ecomotive is based on the popular SE specification 
and as such, gets features such as a leather steering wheel 
and gear knob, air conditioning, electric windows all around 
(aside from SC versions), a Bluetooth hands-free phone 
system, SEAT’S Easy Connect multimedia system, and a 
front armrest/storage box. 

Get in quick and you may well find your car fitted with the 
otherwise optional Technology Pack, which endows it with 
full-LED headlights (including their distinctive strip-LED day¬ 
time running lights), satellite navigation and a DAB radio - 
so every medium-wave radio talk show rant can be enjoyed 
in crystal clear digital quality. 

Consumption 

The big draw with the Leon Ecomotive is its incredibly 
low day to day running costs. Fuel consumption is rated at 
85.6mpg, while emissions are a super-low 87g/km. Both of 
those figures are better than you’d get from a Toyota Prius 
hybrid. But how does this MK3 Leon Ecomotive achieve a 
12g/km improvement over the second-generation version, 
despite being more powerful? Well, it’s largely achieved by 
a 90kg weight reduction and a 10 per cent improvement in 
aerodynamic efficiency. These changes help this car travel 

II. 3 miles further per gallon of fuel than the standard Leon 
1.6 TDI, according to their respective combined consump¬ 
tion ratings. 

As with every other model in the Leon range, this Eco¬ 
motive variant comes with an Energy Recovery set-up and 
a Start/Stop System, the former to capture and store brake 
energy otherwise lost as heat, which can be used to power 
electrical systems, and the latter to shut down the engine 
when the car is at a standstill, preserving fuel. 

The SEAT Leon Ecomotive is a strong all-round package 
with little in the way of significant caveats. The pricing is 
tight, the economy and emissions are right up there with the 
best, residuals are looking rosy and you even get a choice 
of three well-equipped body styles with much-improved 
build quality. Show me how SEAT’S going wrong there. 

Okay, so if you buy into the whole SEAT sports thing, you 
might well find the Leon Ecomotive not quite as exciting as 
some other models in the range, but it’s still a decent drive, 
certainly offering a good deal more involvement than a Pri¬ 
us. It depends on what you’re looking for from family-sized 
eco-minded transport. If you don’t want to make too many 
compromises from a ‘normal’ family car, the SEAT will be for 
you. If you want to look conspicuously green, choose a hy¬ 
brid. One thing’s for sure though. I’d back the Leon Ecomo¬ 
tive to win any such comparison when it came to three year 
running costs. We’re always looking for ways to cut costs 
without affecting desirability. SEAT has the answer.
